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SUBJ: ROMANIAN STATEMENTS ON CHILE 

1. IN HIS UNGA GENERAL DEBATE SPEECH OCT. 9, ROMANIAN 
FRONMIN MACOVESCU MADE FOLLOWING REFERENCES TO CHILE: 

"THE CAMPAIGN OF REPRESSION, PERSECUTION AND SUEING (SIC) 

OF THE PROGRESSIVE AND DEMOCRATIC FORCES, THE VIOLATION 
OF CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS AND FREEDOM AND OF HUMAN RIGHTS 
IN CHILE GIVE RISE TO DEEP CONCERN. WE EXPRESS FROM 
THIS ROSTRUM THE SOLIDARITY WITH THE PROGRESSIVE FORCES 
AND THE CHILEAN PEOPLE AND WE ARE CONFIDENT 
THAT IT WILL SUCCEED IN RE-ESTABLISHING THE CONSTITUTIONAL 
AND DEMOCRATIC ORDER, IN MAKING ITS WILL OBSERVED. "THE 
PRESIDENT OF THE COUNCIL OF STATE OF ROMANIA, MR. NICOLAE 
CAEUSESCU, SENT MESSAGES TO YOU, MR. CHAIRMAN, TO THE UN 
SECRETARY GENERAL, TO THE HEADS OF MANY STATES IN THE 
WORLD, CALLING FOR THEIR INTERVENTION AS QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE, 
WITH THE AUTHORITIES IN CHILE, SO THAT THE LIVES OF LUIS 
CORVALAN AND OF THE OTHER CHILEAN MILITANTS FOR PROGRESS 
AND PEACE MAY BE SAVED. WE ARE GRATEFUL FOR THE WIDELY 
EXPRESSED MANIFESTATION OF HUMAN SOLIDARITY AROUSED BY PRES. 
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CEAUSESCU'S MESSAGE AND BELIEVE THAT THE GENERAL 
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ASSEMBLY COULD PASS A RESOLUTION, MAKING A CALL UPON 
STATES, IN THE SPIRIT OF HUMANISM AND RESPECT FOR THE 
FUNDAMENTAL HUMAN RIGHTS AND FREEDOM AND IN KEEPING WITH 
THE PROGRESS OF HISTORY, NOT TO RESORT TO REPRESSIONS 
AGAINST PERSONS STRUGGLING FOR PROGRESS AND DEMOCRACY, 

FOR PEACE AND COOPERATION AMONG PEOPLES." 

2. SIMULTANEOUSLY, UN SECRETARIAT, AT ROMANIAN PERM REP'S 
REQUEST, CIRCULATED OCT. 3 FOLLOWING MESSAGE FROM ROMANIAN 
PRESIDENT CEAUSESCU TO UNGA PRESIDENT AND SEC-GEN, 
EXPRESSING CONCERN OVER CORV ALAN'S FATE: 

"THE PRESIDENT OF THE STATE COUNCIL OF THE SOCIALIST 
REPUBLIC OF ROMANIA, NICOLAE CEAUSESCU, SENDS CORDIAL 
AND FRIENDLY GREETINGS TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE TWENTY- 
EIGHTH SESSION OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE UNITED NATIONS, 
MR. LEOPOLDO BENITES. 

THE PRESIDENT OF THE STATE COUNCIL OF THE SOCIALIST REPUBLIC 
OF ROMANIA, NICOLAE CEAUSESCU, EXPRESSES HIS PROFOUND 
CONCERN WITH REGARD TO THE DANGERS THREATENING THE LIVES 
OF LUIS CORVALAN, GENERAL SECRETARY OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY 
OF CHILE, AND THE OTHER LEADERS AND MILITANTS OF "POPULAR 
UNITY" OF CHILE, THE POLITICAL FRONT OF THE GOVERNMENT OF 
FORMER PRESIDENT ALLENDE. 

THE PRESIDENT OF THE STATE COUNCIL, NICOLAE CEAUSESCU, 
APPEALS TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE TWENTY-EIGHTH SESSION 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE UNITED NATIONS TO MAKE 
REPRESENTATIONS, AS SOON AS POSSIBLE, TO THE CHILEAN 
AUTHORITIES, TO THE GOVERNMENTS OF STATES MEMBERS OF THE 
UNITED NATIONS, TO THE ORGANIZATIONS OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
SYSTEM, AND THROUGH SUCH OTHER CHANNELS AS HE MAY DEEM 
APPROPRITE, WITH A VIEW TO SAVING THE LIVES OF LUIS 
CORVALAN AND OTHER FIGHTERS FOR PROGRESS AND DEMOCRACY 
IN CHILE AND FOR PEACE AND CO-OPERATION AMONG PEOPLES, 

IN THE SPIRIT OF RESPECT FOR FUNDAMENTAL HUMAN FREEDOMS 
AND FOR THE PRINCIPLES PROCLAIMED IN THE CHARTER OF THE 
UNITED NATIONS.”
